though the price of work shirts 
for workmen in the street depart- 
ment: had increased 50 per. cent, 
the price of shirts for policemen 
and firemen had increased nearly 
100 per cent. It also was eX- 
plained that the flat raise was 
predicated upon all employes re- 
ceiving the same salary, while it 
any raise should be determined 
according to the actual rise in 
cost of living for each individual. 
General opinion of the meeting 
was agreed that the only desire 
was to secure wage _ increases 
which would be fair to all and 
that it would be better to pro- 
ceed in the matter as a city group 
rather than as department units. 
INDIVIDUAL ADJUSTMENTS 
Discussion also developed a de- 
sire for compensation adjustments 
in groups in lower wage brackets. 
However, it was pointed out that 
this was a matter to be met sep- 
arately from the wage increase 
issue, and that it was not the 
business of the meeting to “spot 
shot” individual inequalities. This 
issue was set aside so as not to 
confuse the main issue of the sal- 
ary increase.

Gasoline rationing will soon be in Upland for the duration, 
and it now is up to loeal motorists to take the first step to se- 
cure their ration books, it is announced by Miss Jessie Brown, 
principal of Upland Elementary school, who today received 
instructions for the rationing registration which is to take 

| place next week—Thursday, Friday and Saturday, Nov. 12, 
13 and 14, at the Elementary school. 

Actual rationing of gasoline starts later in the month. 

All automobile owners first must secure an application 
blank, which they can get from the Ontario-Upland-Chino Ra: 
tioning Board at 119 West Transit street, Ontario. Having: 
secured the application blank, the applicant shall fill out nee- 
essary portions of it, and then bring it, together with his. 
white registration slip and the number of his federal automo- 
bile tax stamp, to Upland Elementary school, where teachers 
will assist with completing and checking his ration application. 

Elementary school hours for the registration work will be 
announced later, it is said by Miss Brown, who said that the 
gasoline ration application work to be performed by Upland 
teachers will be very similar to that of the sugar ration ap- 
plications filled out last spring.

Such is the California Institution for Men at Chino. 
Perhaps everything at the institution is not perfect in the 
eyes of some of the inmates. Perhaps all-of the inmates do 


mot ‘‘graduate’’ as gentlemen. 
A visit to the institution south of us, however, 1s re- | 


yealing and convincing. The impression to a visitor is one 
of a school, not a prison. This is a logical impression be- 
cause it is more of a school than it is a prison. 

Providing their own conduct is right, every ‘‘student”’ 
can be graduated if and when a job is available. To that 
end, classes are conducted to train the inmates to fill specific 
What kind of jobs? Virtually everything from wash- 
ing dishes, cooking, laundering to engineering. The weld- 
ing classes are equipping many men for defense work. 
Other trades are also taught with a constant turn-over of 
**students’’. 

It is a fact that many of the men who were present 
when a group from Upland visited the institution last week 
will not be there a few weeks hence. They will have gone 
into private industry, paroled from the institution. 

More than 500 men are at the institution, with virtually 


ao barrier between them and freedom. Fewer than 20 have 
chosen to leave without permission. Of the many hundreds 


of men paroled, fewer than a dozen have violated that pa-
